Outline of the Offices That Will Be 


Balloted On in Forty-Two States. 


There will be elections in forty-two 


states next Tuesday, the other three 
(Maine, Vermont and Oregon) having 
already selected this year state offi- 
cials and their representatives in the 
fifty-eighth congress. In twenty-two of 
the forty-two states a governor and 
other state officers' and congressmen 
are to be chosen, 
in eleven, minor 


state officers or judges of the supreme 
court and congressmen are to be voted 
for, while in nine, congressmen only 
are to be elected. 


The principal state officers are to be 


chosen in Massachusetts, 
Rhode Is- 


and, Connecticut, New York, South 
Carolina, Alabama, Texas, Michigan, 
Kansas, Minnesota, South Dakota, 


olorado, Wyoming, Idaho, North. Da- 


kota, Nebraska, Wisconsin, Nevada 
and California. New Hampshire elects 
only a governor, Tennessee a governor 
and railroad commissioner, and Penn- 
sylvania a governor and two other 
state officials. 


Minor state officers- or justices of 


the supreme court are to be voted for 
n Indiana, lillinois, Missouri, Ohio, 
Iowa, Florida, North Carolina, Dela- 
ware, Utah, Washington, 
and Mon- 


tana. 


Congressmen only- are to be selected 


n Arkansas, Georgia, 
Mississippi, 


Louisiana, Virginia, West Virginia, 
Maryland, Kentucky and New Jersey, 
and delegates in Arizona, Hawaii, New 
Mexico, Oklahoma and Porto Rico. 


The terms of thirty United States 


senators' expire March 4, 1903. Five 
have already been filled by the elec- 
tion of James B. MoCreary (dem.), 
Kentucky; Joseph B. Foraker (rep.), 
Ohio; Arthur P. Gorman( dem.), Mary- 
and; W. P. Dillingham (rep.), Ver- 
mont, and Saimuel B. McEnery (dem.), 
Mississippi. In the following states 
legislatures which select a senator are 
to be chosen: Connecticut, New York, 
Pennsylvania, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Florida, Alabama, Georgia, 
Indiana, IllinoiSj Misouri, North Da- 
kota, South Dakota, VffOSdS&lii, 
Kan- 


sas, Idaho, Utah, Colorado, Nevada, 
Washington and California. The leg- 
islatures of Oregon, Arkansas and 
Georgia, which, also elect a senator, 
have already been -chosen. 


Aside from the two principal politi- 


cal parties a dozen others have tickets 
in the field. Of the minor organiza- 
tions the prohibitionists and socialists 
have more than the others.

ACROSS FRESH CREEK, 


New Bridge For Cars of Dover, Eliot 


And York Beach Road. 


Alfred Spinney of Eliot, wiho has the 


contract for building the bridge across 
Fresh creek on the line of the Dover, 
Eliot and York Beach electric rail- 
way, has begun operations there, hav- 
ing moved his pile driver from this 
cdty up the creek at high tide on Mon- 
day. He began setting the -piles Tues- 
day morning. 


The bridge is located in Dover, but 


very near the corner of the town of 
Rollinsford, about 1500 yards above 
the highway bridge on the road lead- 
ing from Dover to the Eliot bridge. 


The bridge, which is to be ninety- 


six feet in length, will rest on thirty- 
six 30-foot piles. It is expected that 
the siub-contractor, Mr. Maxwell of 
Danvers, Mass., will begin the worK 
of grading the roadbed between Dover 
and the Eliot bridge just as soon as 
he can get his help. He expected to 
begin last week, but was unable to 
procure the necessary help. The road- 
way .haa already been cut through the 
woods, and everything is ready for 
grading. 


The work of grading on the other 


side of the river between BMot bridge 
and South Berwick is well under way 
and Is beingi rapidly pushed by a large 
crow of men and teams.

most every department of housework 
labor can b« saved advantageously 
with a little thought given to the 
"Uow" of doinj things and the strain 
and weariness resulting from many 
household duties avoided, says a writer 
in Good Housekeeping, who proceeds 
to tell something about the methods 
of securing this result as follows: 


Household labor Is varied in its re- 


quirements asd can be made an aid 
to physical culture. Walking up and 
down stairs can be made an excellent 
exercise for developing the muscles of 
the leg from the hip down and giving 
a good poise to the body if performed 
in the correct and easiest way. As 
usually done, with the body thrown 
forward at the hips, the heel of the 
foot constantly striking, the poise of 
the body is lost, and a great strain is 
put on the back, tending to increase 
the nervousness of the housewife. If 
the Ivody is carried well poised, up- 
right from the hips, the ball of the foot 
striking the stair first, the knees be- 
ing flexible both In ascending and de- 
scending, all the good effects are ob- 
tained, and If much stair climbing ia 
done there will be a great difference In 
the feeling of vitality. 
Ascending 


stairs rapidly by springing from the 
ball of one foot to another forms an 
excellent means of strengthening the 
ankles and curing a tendency to flat feet

Many persons like the 
flavor of chicory, but might prefer not 
to pay coffee prices tor it if they know 
it. Next, carefully place a sample of 
suspected coffee on top of a glnss of 
water. If part of It floats and part 
sinks, it isn't all "real." Again, put a 
spoonful of coffee in a white bottle 
half full of cold water and shake vig- 
orously for a few moments. If the 
sample ia pure, it will rise to the top, 
hardly coloring the water, because- 
pure coffee Is enveloped In nn oily tub- 
stance which prtvonts it from absorb- 
ing the ypater, while an adulterant, 
usually being free from oil. quickly 
becomes saturated.— Good Houwkoop- 
ing.

THE DRAMATIST AT REHEARSAL. 


The dramatist's work is by no 


m«ans done iwhen he has finished his 
manuscript. He is bound by usage to 
rehearse his play if the manager so 
desires, although in more than half 
of the cases nowaday a stage direct- 
or is engaged, and tbe author simply 
sits in the orchestra of the empty 
theater to advise and to unake any 
necessary alterations. A playwright 
of the first class stipulates in his con- 
tract that no word shall be added or 
omitted without his 
consent. 
Mr. 


Fitch, Mr. Belasco and nearly all of 
the best English dramatists rehearse 
their own plays, but some clever au- 
thors lack the executive ability. Oc- 
casionally foreign authors have come 
over to prepare American actors in 
their parts, as Henry Arthur Jones did 
in the case of 'Saints and 
Sinners, 


and W. S. Gilbert in The Mikado. 
Dramatists vary in the amount oi 
stage direction- that they give in their 
manuscripts, but the difference indi- 
cates nothing as to the value o£ the 
work. Such leaders as Pinero and 
Stephen Phillips touch the extremes, 
the author of Iris ordering every 
detail, actually to the placing of a 
book on a table, while the maker of 
Herod tells only the effect he desires, 
leaving the means to that end to the 
producer.—F. E. Fyles in Leslie's 
Monthly.

FRIGHTFUL RAVAGES OF PLAGUE 


Deadly Epidemics Have Devastated 
The Countries Of The Old World. 


Washington, Oct. 28.—The fearful 


ravages of plague and cholera In the 
old world are set forth in mail ad- 
vices received by the marine hospital 
report. 


Chief Quarantine Officer Perry at 


Manila estimates the number of cases 
of cholera in the Philippine islands 
since March 20, last, at 75,000 with a 
mortality of 75 per cent. He says un- 
der date Sept. 9, that the disease has 
practically disappeared 
from these 


provinces first infected but those most 
recently infected are suffering severe- 
ly. 


The province of Iloilo and the adja- 


cent island of Negros are badly in- 
fected and the situation is alarming. 
Some of the towns in these provinces 
have lest ten per cent of their popu- 
lation and the epidemic continues se- 
vere. 


In Japan the latest advice® show 


that there have been 4,329 cases and 
1,650 
deaths from cholera. 


The cholera situation in China is 


summed up as follows: 


Nanking epidemic 40,000 
deaths; 


Foo Chow, epidemic; Shouyaghsien, 
epidemic 3,000 cases per day; Hsin- 
chou, epidemic; Tai Yuanafu, epidem- 
ic; Hsiatoetze, epidemic; Shouyang, 
epidemic; Shibilich epidemic; Chaen- 
glohien, epidemic, Kinkiang, report- 
ed; Nanchangfu, Sheyogan, Hankow, 
Tien-Tsin, Soochow, reported. 


In Hong Kong since the beginning 


of the outbreak there have been 459 
cases and 39C deaths. Notwithstand- 
ing this the local authorities- declare 
the colony free from plague infection. 


According to a report of a director 


general of the Egyptian department of 
health, the cholera epidemic contin- 
ues to claim a large number of vic- 
tims. 


The number of cases registered dur- 


ing the week ended September 
15, 


amounted to 9,467, with 8,278 deaths. 


Of the 28,520 cases of cholera reg- 


istered between July 15 and August 
15, 23,684 were fatal. 


During the four days from Septem- 


ber 15 to Sept. 19, there were regis- 
tered 4,048 cases and 3,761 deaths. 


In Suz between Sept. 15, and Sept 


19, 29 fresh cases were registered. 


In Damietta the daily number of 


cases recorded is said to be 30. Kar- 
nak and Luxer are also infected with 
the disease. 


In Alexandria during the week end- 


ed September 15, 64 cases of cholera 
occurred among Eropeans 
with 41 


deaths and during the following five 
days 35 cases and 25 deaths were re- 
corded.

Torpedo Boat Flotilla .Takes Its De- 


parture From Port Royal. 


Washington, Oct. 28.—The cruiser 


Cincinnati arrived today at San Juan, 
Porto Rico, where it will take en 
coal and. come directly to the Nor- 
folk navy yard to be overhauled.

EIGHTY PER CENT AT WORK. 


Few Old Employes Now Idle In The

having their main offices in Scranton 
show that ninety per cent, of their 
collieries are in operation and that the 
output is now more than three-quar- 
ters of the normal. Today's output is 
estimated to be 70,000 tons.

Held In Philadelphia Thought 


To Be A Much Wanted Man. 


Clinton, Mass., Oct. 28. — For

murder of John Dabianaugh, in this

Serf HajiooS Benders His 


Beport To Secretary Moody. 


Describes In Mvl Tfie Eipeflilioiis 


Into Tiie Soliolon District. 


Washington, Oct. 28.—Remarkable 


and hitherto unpublished facts con- 
cerning the campaign of "Kill and 
Burn" Waller in the Philippines are 
made public today in the annual re- 
port to Secretary of the Navy Moody 
of Maj, Gen. Charles Heywood, Uni- 
ted States Marine Corps. 


The report presents in detail the 


operations of Maj. Waller 
and 
his 


courageous band of marines on the 
coast of Southern Sniar. Maj. Waller 
is quoted as saying that the expedi- 
tions early Jn last November in the 
Sohoton district were the most import- 
ant of the campaign, so far as their 
effect on the 
insurgents was con- 


cerned. 


A graphic account is given of the 


operations of the main expedition in 
the So-hotcm district. The attack was 
on the fortified cliffs and caves in the 
mountains, which had been reported 
to be practically impregnable. The 
plan of attack was that two shore col- 
umns were to unite at the enemy's 
stronghold and bo joined there by a 
river column under Maj, Waller. Con- 
cerning the result of the attack the 
report says: 


"On the 17th 
of November 
the 


shore column struck the enemy's trail, 
which was followed, and the detach- 
ments soon came upon a number of 
bamboo guns. 


"One of these, commanding the trail 


had the fuse burning, and acting Cor- 
poral Harry Glenn rushed forward and 
pulled out the fuse. 


"The attack of the marines was a 


perfect surprise, and the enemy was 
completely routed, 30 being killed. 


After driving the insurgents from 


their position the troops crossed the 
river, scaled the cliffs on the opposite 
side, and destroyed the camps there 
The enemy nred. two volleys and then 
fled. Maj. 
Waller says that lie him- 


self was not in this attack, being on 
the river below and unable to reach 
the firing line in time, but he men- 
tions Capts. Porter and Bearse as be- 
ing entitled to the highest credit for 
the courageous and skillful manner in 
which they routed the enemy in the 
face of apparently insurmountable ob- 
tacles. 


"In order to reach the enemy's po- 


sition, the troops had to climb the 
cliffs, which rise sheer from, the river 
to the height of about 200 feet, and 
are honeycombed with caves, to which 
access is had by means of bamboo lad- 
ders, and also by narrow ledges with 
bam/boo hand rails. 


"Tons of rocks were suspended in 


cages, held in position by vines and 
in readiness to be precipitated upon 
people and boats below. 


"Instant destruction would 
have 


been the fate of the boats bad they 
undertaken the ascent of the river be- 
fore the shore column had dislodged 
the insurgents The effect of the cap- 
ture of this last stronghold upon the 
insiirrectors of Saniar cannot be ov- 
erestimated, as they bad spent years 
of labor upon the defences, and un- 
doubtedly considered the cliff foiti- 
fications impregnable." 


The report contains an account of 


the march of 190 miles across Samar 
of Maj. Waller and his wen and of the 
incredible hardships they 
endured.

In tbe main the require- 


ments of all the record associations are 
ihe same. The breeder is required to 
pay a small foe to the *ecretary and 
fill out certain blank, totms showing 
the sire and dam of the animal and. 
sometimes the grandsires and grand- 
dams also, tho time of calving, etc, 
Some associations provide a time pen- 
alty for registration, so that neglect to 
register promptly increases the amount 
of the registration fee. The general 
rule for eligibility is that both the sire 
and dam of the animal must have been 
registered. In aome instances proof of 
pedigree of parents that were unregis- 
tered has been allowed. In the original 
establishment of the herdbooks vari- 
ous minor rules were adopted, but five 
top crosses have been usually regarded 
as necessary to produce a full blood. 
In the herdbooks the animals are num- 
bered as receivnd, and the number aa 
well as the name serves to identify 
them. By some associations the cows 
and bulls are numbered separately, 
but others make no distinction of sex. 
The names of families are usually glv, 
en by the females which have shown 
special merit, but In the case of Here- 
fords the sire not Infrequently gives 
the family name, and breedings are 
traced to Old Anxiety, Earl of Shade- 
land, Lord Wilton and other sires.

Successful Breeding. 


•We have great faith in the success of 


the method which commences -witli 
only a few foundation females, which 
purchases no more of these and which, 
makes improvement in -that herd and 
maintains the same by introducing 
good males from time to time. The 
great advantages in favor of this sys- 
tem are that it does not involve very- 
much outlay and therefore is not at- 
tended with the hazard tbat is always 
more or less incurred In buying and 
selling again. The breeder who pro- 
ceeds on the lines which we now advo- 
cate is almost certain to succeed. A 
striking illustration of this method is 
furnished by Walter Lynch of West- 
bourne, Man. Some thirty years ago 
Mr. Lynch purchased one pure bred 
Shorthorn cow of miscellaneous line- 
age. 
Since that he has purchased no 


females, but has introduced from time 
to time good bulls, possessed of flue in- 
dividuality, but not remarkable for 
their being possessed of fashionable 
pedigrees. Recently Mr. Lynch held a 
dispersion sale and received for sixty 
animals then sold $10,515. During the 
previous year's he had sold many thou- 
sands of dollars' worth of stock, nil 
the progeny of this one cow. Wh*n 
herds are thus managed, the danger 
from disease is reduced to the mini- 
mum.— Holsteln-Friesian_ Register. 


Tlie Bull. 


In the true sense the bull does not 


make the breeder. The man is greater 
than the animal. It is the brains of the 
man and not the loins of the bull that 
put quality in the herd. It is quite true 
that there are phenomenal sires ap- 
parently the result of accident, but 
only apparently so. If their history 
could be traced back, it would be seen 
that generations have been preparing 
for the production of this world beater. 
In tbe same way there are phenomenal 
men, 
men who tower far above their 


fellows as Pike's peak towers above 
the neighboring mountains, but if the 
family pedigrees of these men were 
traced out we would find that the same 
qualities that have made them success- 
ful were characteristic of the father 
and mother, grandfather and grand- 
mother, perhaps not conspicuous, but 
nevertheless, potent. 
They came of 


first class stock and awaited only op- 
portunity to show the blood aud capac- 
ity that was in them. 


Tbe great bull, no matter bow great 


he may be, cannot make the herd un- 
less the opportunity is furnished by the 
great breeder. He must prepare the 
field, so to speak. He must have good 
Judgment in the selection of the seed 
nnd must follow this up with cultiva- 
tion and care. lie deserves the re- 
ward, but let not the careless breeder 
imagine that he can by using the same 
seed secure the same measure of suc- 
cess unless he has prepared his herd 
for its reception and then gives tho 
same cultivation and caro afterward. 
Great herds are not developed by luck 
or accident. They are created Just na 
Sir Joshua Reynolds created his great 
pictures, "with brains, sir."—Wallace'*

About 3 cents a head is paid, although 
there is a tendency on the part of the 
shearers to increase the price. 
The 


probabilities are that there will be a 
machine shearing plant put in soon. 
The wether flock shears on an average 
about ten pounds for the second and 
third fleeces. Owing to the introduc- 
tion of English mutton sires to increase 
the size of the sheep the last year's 
lambs will not shear this amount. Th.e 
ewe flock averages eight pounds of 
wool to the head. 


The average cost of running the sheep 


is 53 cents a head, leaving a nice mar- 
gin of profit in the wool alone when 
sold at 12^ cents, the contract price for 
the season. This profit of 45 to 50 
cents a head does not include the sale 
of some 2,000 or 3,000 wethers at S2 
or better In the fall. It requires twen- 
ty-five rams to the thousand ewes. 
After the breeding season is over they 
are taken by a Spanish neighbor, who 
herds them all the year except during 
the breeding season for $25 a month, 
•which price does not include the grain 
furnished by the owner. The wool clip 
brought something over $12,000 tliia 
season.

Breatl From Cbcstiintx. 


In Corsica bread is made from chest 


nuts without admixture of any other 
substance. It has not the firmness ol 
ordinary bread, but is healthfrJ. sweet 
in flavor, agreeable to cat and easily 
digestible. It Iv^i, more than fifteen 
days and constitutes tte chief food of 
the Corsican mountaineers. 


Following the discovery as announced 


in the New York Times that Professor 
Marcltwald of Berlin had discovered a 
new metal which emitted invisible 
light radiations conies the announce- 
ment from Paris that there ia in tho 
study of these new motuls the possibil- 
ity of aid to the blind. It has been 
found that many substances emit ac- 
tive rays—in fact, that a majority of 
the common objects about us store up 
sunlight during the day and emit the 
rays at night. 


Special substances, such ns the salts 


of uranium, fiom which ninny new 
metals have been eliminated, mieh ns 
polonium, radium, actinium, thorium, 
etc., emit certain active radiations 
which apparently are not the ieh*ilt of 
stored sunlight, for they are active 
when found at the bottom of the deep- 
est mines before sunlight has reached 
them. 


And now these radiations, which, Hire 


X rays, are able to penetrate opaque 
substances, are to be used to test tho 
condition of the interior of the eye 
when disease or accident Lias rendered 
th.e surface opaque. For Instance, It 
sometimes happens that back of n cntn- 
ract the condition of the oye is hope- 
less, and yet without knowledge of this 
operations are performed, only to prove 
useless. Tho metals obtained fiom ura- 
nium are very powerful projectors of 
light. It has been computed that the

The Iowa Agricultural college has re- 


cently sold Secretary Wilson of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's cabinet two superior 
pairs of horses for service in the de- 
partment of agriculture at Washing- 
ton. A few years ago when horses 
were a drug ou the market at any 
price an experiment was undertaken 
to determine the qualities and value of 
•western range bred horses obtained 
from the range as colts and developed 
under Iowa farm conditions. Many 
horses in the range territory and else- 
where were then selling as low as $5 
per head. The experiment station nt 
that time obtained a carload of well 
bred colts as weanlings and yearlings 
from the ranges of Wyoming and 
Mon- 


tana and brought them to the college 
for development and 
investigation. 


They -were carefully and intelligently 
selected as colts, care being taken to 
combine good breeding with a high de- 
gree of individual excellence. Those 
horses have been greatly admired ns 
they .have been developed and used at 
the college. Those recently sold are a 
pair of steel gray grade Percherons for 
hauling the department's mail and ox- 
press and a pair of well matched seal 
brown coach horses that will be used 
on Secretary Wilson's carriage, nnd it 
is the opinion of good horsemen that 
the secretary will ride behind as hand- 
some a pair as there is in Washington.

Horses Out of Condition. 


Just at present a great many horses 


are being marketed showing bnd har- 
ness scars and carrying too little flesh 
to go into city work. Owing to the 
very extensive demand for heavy feed- 
ers and the consequent competition 
among the eastern buyers for all prom- 
ising offerings of this sort the scnrs 
and the lack of flesh are passed over 
much more readily now than they usu- 
ally are, and some farmers are for this 
reason shipping out their horses with- 
out making them as fat as they ought 
to be. This Is a mistake. Oats are not 
very high in price, and they are plenti- 
ful. 
If it will pay the dealers to buy 


the thin horses and the grain as well 
nnd finish the animals up to a proper 
degree of condition, it will certainly 
pay the farmer also. It seldom pays to 
sell thin horsoa.—Breeder's (Jazctte. 


Grinding PecU For tlornon.
